MARRIAGE, DIVORCE, AND 
THE THREAT OF . 
CENTRALIZATION. 


A move is again afoot to bring about the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the federal constitution 
im order to give congress the right to make nation- 
al marriage and divorce laws. Senator Capper is 
the present champion of this cause, which was 
first introduced at the capital in 1884. He is 
sponsor for the joint resolution proposing the 
amendment and for a companion bill telling what 
federal regulations ought to be set down, should 
the amendment be adopted. The General Federa- 
tion of Women’s clubs and other women’s organ- 
izations have been active in support of the change 
to federal control. Chicago's Judge Joseph Sabath 
has announced that he would appear before a sen- 
ate subcommittee and testify in favor of the legis- 

There can be no argument over the fact that the 
present situation, with marriage and divorce vari- 
ously governed in the various states, is imperfect 
and frequently works injustice and hardship. To 
have some degree of uniformity between the laws 
of the various states, at teast full recognition by 
all the several states of the other states’ marriage 
and divorce laws, is something to be desired and 
worked form It ig in the method of bringing about 
such a desirable end that opinions differ. — 

Is the centralization of government to be car- 
ried into still another field? We believe it should 
not; particularly into a social province in which 
every man, woman, and child in the country is so 


personally and intimately affected. 
Borrowing some of the facts offered by Senator 


Capper in favor of federal regulation, we learn 


that in the United States there exist forty-nine 
different varieties of marriage and divorce laws, 
being the laws of the forty-eight states and the 
District of Columbia. Seventeen states fix no mar- 
riageable age; in nine, the common law ages of 12 
for girls and 14 for boys have been recognized. 
In three states a marriage license is not impera- 
tive provided previous announcement has been 
made by ban& Only three states require a lapse 
of time between the issuance of a license and the 
performance of the marriage. As for divorce, the 
grounds vary, the senator points out, from none 
at all in South Carolina to fourteen in New 
Hampshire, and eight states do not recognize the 
@ivorce laws of other states unconditionally. 
These facts prove the present condition and 
point the future necessity, but how can they be 
used to argue the advisibility of adopting a federal 
law which will regiment all people into one group? 
The very existence of so many variations in the 
laws of marriage and divorce proves how deeply 
the differing societies of the various states are | 
interested in molding laws into strict accordance 
with the major opinion of the community laws 
dealing with such intimate personal usages. | 
The very divergences of the marriage and di- 
vorce laws argue that. here is a province into 
which the broad, autocratic authority of the fed- 
eral government must not enter. It has already 
entered into the realm of personal morals and per- 
sona) habits. Is it to continue, and intrude still 
further ‘on the citizen's private liberty of action? 
Every one knows that divorce is on the in- 
crease. The present rate of approximately fifteen 
divorces per Biundred marriages is two @nd a half 
times the rate of forty years ago. With this in- 
crease in the divorce rate has come the common 
usage of the term “divorce evil.” | | 
Is divorce evil, or was the old custom of virtual- 
ly enforced cohabitation the real evil? Was not a 
readjustment of the theory of marriage inevita- 
bie? Considered only socially, marriage constitutes 
a protection for the woman who relinquishes her 
powers of self-sustenance in order to bear and rear 
a family, and for the children, while they are too 
young to maintain themselves, Women of today 
are proving that they can be not only wives but 
mothers and still remain, potentially if not actual- 
ly, self-supporting. No modern child is going to 
starve; the multiplicity of state and private chari- 
table institutions will see to that. even in 
the family fully equipped with a bread winner, the 
child of the modern community is not only pub-

his health, and his morals are all dictated and con- 
trolled in part by public control. 
Amz for the moral side, acts that were perforce

It is to’ be hoped that state marriage and di- 
vorce laws will eventually achieve some d¢egree of 
uniformity, and certainly a complete degree of 
mutual recognition. But such a goal need not be 
obtained by bringing in the club of federal law, 
Seventeen states have already adopted certain 
uniform divorce and marriage laws offered as de 
sirable models by the national commission on uni- 
form state laws. Along that path lies the right 
Way to uniformity without new centralization of 


power. 


Qualities of Lincoln as President which endure 
popularly are those of humanity, sympathy, pa- 
tience, tolerance and brave meeting of responsi- 
bility. People generally think of Lincoln, when 


flict, as the President who resolutely challenged 
the doctrine of secession, called for troops, inspired 


failures and indecisive operations of his generals. 
Thus he is known as the man who tried to mitigate 
the terrors of war. He pardoned military offenses 
which deserved death. There is a legend of his in- 
terference with the military purpose, attributing 
to him too much humanity and even too much 
timidity. 
This in general public opinion has obscured Lin- 
coln as man of military action. He was more 
of a b letter than his generals, until he had 
Grant. He sought decisive action at whatever ex- 
pense, knowing that to be the merciful way. 
McClellan attributed the peninsular failure to the 
timidity in Washington which kept the capital 
covered at the expense of his reinforcements, but 
McClellan with his talent for organizing and his 
genius for inspiring troops had the weakness re- 
proved by a Balkan commander in one of his sub- 
ordinates with “ Don’t count ‘em; kill ‘em.” 
The north could less afford to lose Washington 
than the south could afford to lose Richmond, but 
if Lincoln ever were overcautious he soon got 
over it. His disappointment when Meade did not 
destroy Lee after Gettysburg and before he could 
cross the Potomac came from his belief that a 
mighty blow could have smashed the confederate 
army. He did not want Richmond. He wanted 
Lee’s army. Later when Meade was hesitating 
before Lee. on the Rapidan Lincoln wrote to Hal-. 
leck: “ My last attempt upon Richmond was to 
get McClellan, when he was nearer there than the 
enemy was, to run in ahead of him. Since then I 
have constantly desired the army of the Potomac 
to make Lee’s army and not Richmond its objec- 
tive. If our army cannot fall upon the enemy and 
hurt him where he is, it is plain to me it can 
gain nothing by attempting to follow him over a 
succession of entrenched lines into a fortified city.” 
When Grant wrofe Halleck that he was sending 
Gen. Sheridan with instructions to put ‘himself 
south of the enemy and follow him to the death, 
Lincoln saw the dispatch. The action was what 
he wanted and, laying aside military propriety for 
the time, he telegraphed privately to Grant: “ This, 
I think, is exactly right as to how our forces 
should move. But please look over the dispatches 
you may have received from here (meaning from 
Halleck) since you made that order and discover 
if you can that there is any idea in the head of any 
one here of ‘ putting our army south ef the enemy,’ 
or of ‘following him to the death,’ in any direction. 
I repeat to you it will neither be done nor attempt- 
ed, unless you watch it every day and hour, and. 
force it.” 
Lincoln had a better idea of sound military 
operations than he ever conceded to himself. He 


many of his generals. He never had one who would 
hit as hard as he wanted to until he had Grant. 
His rule was not to tie a general's hands, never to 
have him conscious of a restrictive influence in 
Washington, to encourage him and to hope that he 
| would not hesitate when he could hit hard. Meade 
knew that the President was downcast when he 
had not nailed Lee at the Potomac, He never 
got the letter Lincoln wrote when his disappoint- 
ment, even bitterness, was keen. Lincoln wrote 
it but did not send it. Hooker got a letter of mild 
rebuke even as he was appointed to succeed Burn- 
side. It was because his ambitions had led him to 
thwart Burnside. The letter was so full of confi- 
dence and encouragement that the sting had just 
enough and not too much effect. of 
Lincoln wanted the war fought, hard, self-sacri- 
ficingly, bitterly and punishingly. In Grant he 
had the man who would do it and in sustaining 
him he wrote the letter telling him to hang on like 
a bulidog and “chew and choke” until he had 
his man down and out. “Chew and choke” was 
Lincoln's formula for ending the war. 


‘ A RIDING PARADE.

It 
testified to the power of labor and in doing so gave 
the capitalists a helpful eyeful. Against that 
opinion it was pointed out that to impress the 
‘capitalists on Labor day it would be necessary to 
parade around the golf clubs, the high hat suburbs, 
and the broad and ancestral acres. 

Presumably the old fashioned walking parade is 
the kind in mind. It is obsolete. Labor does not 
walk any more. It rides. Only the mail carriers 
know how to walk. The federation should organize 
the parade in the fashion of transportation known 
to the workers and let it be a demonstration of 
their makes of cars. Then they could easily get 
around the golf courses and ancestra] acres.

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MOODY MIGHTY RECONCILER, 
LINDBERGH 


BY THE REV. P. W. PHILPOTT, D. D. 
(Pastor. Moody Memorial Church, Chicago.] 


No more picturesque figure ever strode across the 
pages of American history than the late Dwight 
L.. Moody, who was born ninety-one years ago to- 
day. His amazing rise from obscurity to world 
wide influence is »ne of the most inspiring stories 
in America’s Hall of Fame. Judged by the lasting 
results.of his work, he shares honors with Lincoln 
as our greatest contribution to humanity in the 
nineteenth century. But with all his great achieve- 
ments he was greatest as a reconciler. He recon- 
ciled nations, churches, and men. Not until Lind- 
bergh has an American so quickly captured inter- 
national good will, His three triumphant tours of 
Great Britain had a tremendous influence in draw- 
ing England and America closer together. He also 
worked prodigiously for reconciliation and unity 
among t Protestant churches. He had no pa- 
tience with squabbles’ over nonessentials “and 
preached only the kingdom of heaven as Christ 
had preached it. His greatest work of reconcilia- 
tion was between individual souls and their God. 
Dwight L. Moody probably recruited more men for 
the kingdom of heaven than any other man since 
Christ. His whole object in life was to make good 
men and good women who would serve their God 
with all their heart, with all their mind and with 
all their strength. From his own mighty fervor 
he kindled fires that still blaze in the hearts of 
men. His was the spark that sent William T. 
Grenfell to that far-reaching work among the Lab- 
rador fishermen. It was Moody who inspired the 
McCormick philanthropies and the great social 
service of the late Victor’F. Lawson. These are 
the well known fires, but in over a million lesser 
men and women Moody lighted better lives, nobler . 
ideals. | 

Thousands of men more talented than Moody 
and with vastly greater advantages, have passed 
on “unwept, unhonored, and unsung.” H. G. 
Wells says the measure,of a man’s greatness is not 
what he has’ done, but rather what.proportion of 
his possibilities he accomplished. Never has a 
man made more of his talents than did D. L. 
Moody. Lacking eloquence and with an unimpos- 
ing platform presence, he became the greatest 
preacher of the age. Meagerly educated him- 
self, he rose to be one of America’s foremost 
educators. Knowing nothing of business, he devel- 
oped into a great executive -successfully adminis- 
tering a gigantic project. Born in poverty and 
dying a poor man, his philanthropy mounted into 
the millions. : 

For forty years his work was linked with the 
life of Chicago. Thousands of readers of this 
paper will remember his~ vivid personality. How 
well I recall the first time I saw him! 
sight I was keenly disappointed. Could this be 
the great Moody—this heavy and stolid looking 
person?

But as he warmed to his theme I forgot the thick- 
ness of his body and the crudeness of his speech, 
and was conscious only of a remarkable magnet- 
ism that drew out the best that was in me. He 
spoke not as a theologian, but as a divinely in- 
spired messenger, telling his story simply but 
dramatically. ‘He knew only two books,” says 
Henry ‘Drummond, “the Bible and Human Na 
ture. Out of these he spoke; and because both are 
books of life, his words were afire with life; and 
the people to whom he spoke, being real people, 
listened and understood.” | | | 
The following little glimpses at incidents in his 
life show the many sidedness of the man. | 
He was always a master salesman. He started 
out to seek his fortune at the age of seventeen as 
a shoe salesman in Boston. Later, he moved to 
Chicago, and at the age of twenty-four was making 
five thousand dollars a year—in those days a re- 
markable salary for so young aman. His selling. 
instinct amounted ‘to genius, If prospects didn't 
come into the store, he went. out on the street and 
brought them in. He followed the same methods 
in his ‘religious work. When he had given up 
selling Shoes and began saving souls, if sinners 
didn’t come inté his mission, he went out en the 
) street and got them. It was his ability to sgll 
himself and his work that made it possible for him 
to raise such huge sums for his philanthropies. 
He was called “‘ the most Magnificent beggar Great 
Britain had ever known.” The miserly melted 
before him. The liberal givers gave more liber- 
ally. He never made the mistake of asking for too | 
little. One time in Scotland he was canvassing for | 
a worthy cause in company with a Scotch min- 
ister. The Scotchman took the lead, asking for 
five or ten pound pledges at each call. Finally, at 
the home'of a wealthy woman, Moody stepped up 
and said, “‘ Madam, I have come to ask you for two 
thousand pounds to help build a new mission.” 
Lyman Abbott, who tells the story, says the lady 
threw up her hands, exclaiming, ‘‘Mr. Moody, I. 
cannot possibly give more than one thousand 
pounds! ”’ 

Discouragement was not in Moody’s vocabulary: 
When he first was converted he immediately went 
at the business of being a Christian as seriously 
and wholeheartedly as he had gone into selling 
shoes. He rented four pews in a church, and filled 
He tried to 
| speak in church meetings, but was asked to desist 
because of his crude method of expression. 

Balked in the conventional methods of church | 
work, he invented unconventional ones. 
to the slums and docks, distributing tracts, com- 
forting the sick, cheering the downhearted. When 
he volunteered to teach a class in the Sunday 
school, the superintendent said there was no class 
open. So next Sunday young Moody walked into 
the little mission Sunday. school, followed . by 
eighteen dirty, barefooted children that he had 
picked up on the street. And it was thus that his 
public ministry began. The ragged urchins had to 


the tremendous enthusiasm that tharacterized all 
of his later work. Drummond says it was here “ he 
laid the foundations for that amazingly direct 
anecdotal style and explosive delivery which be- 
came such a splendid instrument of his future 
service.” 

Moody was deeply conscious of his limitations 
through lack of education. When Mr. William E. 
Gladstone, admiring his great physique, said, “l 
wish I had your body,” Moody replied, “I wish I 
had your head.” Himself a man of action, he was 
quick to scent that which slowed up the swift 
tempo of his meetings. When a long-winded prayer 
threatened t® put the congregation to sleep, he 
interrupted with, “ While Brother Brown is finish- 
ing his prayer we will sing hymn number 40." He 
hated hypocrisy and could lash it scathingly jusi 
as Christ. did the defilers of the temple. One 
young man, who was secretly trying to undermine 
his work, came to him at the close of a’ service, 
posing as a faithful worker, and wishing to shake

But if a person is con- 
stipated he can use acidophilus milk to 
get his bowels straightened out and 
then, by changing his habits somewhat, 
and using an ordinary sour milk and 
lactose diet he can gradually reduce his 
dosage of acidophilus milk and finally 
stop it without having his constipation 
return.

CANSAS CITY MAY 
LOSE CONVENTION 
OF REPUBLICANS 


Lack of Hotel Space Is 
Given as Reason. 


[Chieago Tribune frees Service.} 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[{Spe 
<'al.])—Transfer of the Republican na- 
Uonal convention from Kansas City, 
Mo., to Cleveland or some other city 
became a possibility today. Failure 
to meet demands of the Republican 
national committee‘ as to hotel rooms 
and other facilities, it was learned, 
has brought the subject definitely be- 
fore the committee for a decision. 

The arrangements committee of the 
national committee has been called to 
meet here next Thursday, at which 
time the matter will come up for dis- 
cussion. In case it is recommended 
that another city be selected it is un- 
derstood that the action may be taken 
by a telegraphic poll of the members 
of the national committee. ; 


Fail to Turn Over Rooms. 


Inadequate hotel accommodations 
are understood to be the chief source 
of difficulty... The Kangas City delega- 


tion which appeared before the Repub- |, 


lican national committee in December 
promised that 9,000 hotel reoms would 
be available. The arrangements com- 
mittee, at its meeting in Kansas Cit? 
jast month, made a demand upon the 
jocal authorities that they turn over 
to them 3,000 rooms for the use of the 
party organization, delegates, and 
newspaper correspondents. Up to date, 
it is said that exactly 1,892 rooms have 
been made available. 

In explanation of the failure to 
roake available a greater number of 
rooms it is understood that the local 
cormmittee Mas stated that there are 
many permanent residents in the ho- 
tels who cannot be dispossessed. Some 
of the members of the arrangements 
committee are said to feel that the 
Kansas City hotels will be entirely in- 
sdequate to accommodate the conven- 
tion’ crowds and that early action 
should be taken to select another city. 


Convention Hall Too Small. 


Not only are Wotel facilities in doubt, 
but it is feared that the convention 
hall may not be sufficiently. large. 
While the Kansas City boosters gave 
essurance that it would seat 14,000, it 
is understood that the arrangements 
committee has estimated that 10,3800 
is the real maximum. 

It is said that those who are re- 
sponsible for the talk of transferring 
the convention to another city are 
committeemen who opposed the orig- 
inal selection of Kansas City. Former

Byer since 1925 the question of who 
was champion never has been an- 
swered. In January of that year

As the match wore on Wayne | 
secured a crotch and talf nelson hold 
from a standing position and tossed 
Strangler out of the ring. Lewis was 
unable to continue, and Munn was 
recognized by many as the champion. 

In April of 1925, Munn was défeated 
by Stanislaus Zbyszko in Philadel- 
phid and lost whatever claim he had 
to the title. On May 20 of the same 
year, Stecher won from Zbyszko in 
St. Louis and has claimed the cham- 
pionship ever since. 

Lewis Claims Foul. 


From the time that Munn tossed 
Lewis out of the ring in Kansas City, 
Manager Billy Sandow has claimed his 
wrestier was fouled. Sandow has 
maintained the foul was deliberate 
and premeditated and that Strangler 
Should have been given the decision 
immediately on a foul. On May 30, 
1925, Lewis decisively defeated Munn 
at Michigan City. :

MILITARY NEED 


Legion, Reserve Officers 
Urge Improvement.

Forrest’s classic definition of military 


. dividends, for the advantages of good 


every state, is held by military author- 
ities to constitute one of the best 


éteps that can be taken by the United 
States in peacetime preparedness. . 

The National Reserve Officers asso- 
ciation, representing 100,000 members, 
supported this policy at the recent 
canvention in Milwaukee. At the Paris 
convention of the American Legion. 
the representatives of a million vet- 
erans of the world war passed a reso- 
lution urging the early completion of 
an adequate nationwide system of im- 
proved roads, suitable for military use 
in time of emergency. 


Potential “ Minute Man.” 
Military leaders still uphold General 


strategy “to get the mostest men 
there firstest.” The present chief of 
staff, Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, 
points out that in the United States 
today every motorist is a potential 
“ Minute Man.” 

The military strength of the nation 
is much greater today than it was 
fifteen years ago, when road building 
began to be a scientific process. The 
United States, with 80 per cent of 
the world’s automobiles, is possessed 
of more good roads than dany other 
nation. But it has only started in the 
business of building roads. As yet, 
only 76,000 miles of high type pave- 
ment have been laid, of which 50,000 
miles are concrete, a negligible amount 
when the total highway mileage of 
3,000,000 is’ considered. 

It is 3,000 miles from coast to coast 
and 1,500 from the Canadian line to 
the southern extremity. Military 
strength is dependent upon speed of 
communication and of transportation. 
At present it is frequently impossible 
to travel cross country by automobile 
with any degree of success because of 
road conditions, particularly west of 
the Mississippi river, where the bigger, 
if not better, half of this country re 
poses. 

A es Outweigh Expense. 
Fortunately the construction of bet- 
ter highways in times of peace pro- 
duces a facility that actually earns big 


roads more than vffset the expense of 
building them. Since the main routes 
in peace time will logically be the main 
routes during war, the roads that 
stimulate prosperity in peace will be 
doubly important in time of war. 
Highway authorities are of the 
«pinion that confidence in the high- 
way future of the United States is not 
misplaced. The American is demand- 
ing the most serviceable in everything 
he buys, from watches to automobiles. 
He is no longer content to suffer slow 
travel when the facilities for rapid 
movement are obtainable at the sac- 
rifice of a few dollars—dollars that 
were made for convenience in buying. 
One new method of transportation 
accepted whole heartedly by the citi- 
gen of today is the motor bus. The 
bus operating on schedules and itine- 
raries not open to railroads is nat- 
urally assuming a larger and larger 
share of the short haul business. Of 
great importance is the fact that 
busses require substantial types of 
roads, roads able to stand the punish- 
ment expected under military usage. 
Certain to Be Important Factor. 
The success of the largest bus com- 
pany in the United States, operating 
237 machines all over the country, 
demonstrates the certainty of the bus 
becoming an even more important 
transportation medium. The receipts 
of this company, which is blessed with 
a surprising amount of long distance 
business, total about $500,000 monthly. 
Bus and trucking systems demand 
smooth, rigid roads that entail a mini- 
mum of motor upkeep. Recently, a 
bus official said that wherever a paved 
road was constructed, there would be” 
und a bus system. : 
"iiesd roads and busses and trucks 
dove-tail nicely. ‘The people are de- 
manding motor carriers and they 
must build good roads to get them. 
So, in effect, peace time requirements 
are giving this nation greater military 
strength, a greater peaceful prepared- 
ness. The far sighted nation that has 
made itself strong internally is less 
likely to be attacked than that one 
which has negiected its skeleton struc- 
ture for the more menacing arms of 
arfare.

And his predecessors have followed his 
example; until today it is as impossible 
to imagine a President without an au- 
tomobiles as it would be to think of 
him without a top hat.. 

In these days when every official of 
municipal, county, state and federal 
government has his car, it is hard to 
realize that the history of White House 
automobiles covers less than twenty 
years, but it is a fact. The McKinley 
administration turned the corner of 
the century in the days of the horse- 
less carriage, that era which jocularly 
dubbed motor cars as “auto-go-but- 
don'ts.” Then came the dynamic 
Roosevelt. He harked back to his 
western days and stuck to horses.

Automobiles during the period that 
Mr. Roosevelt was President reached

He used to bor- 
row an automobile once in a while to 
take him hurriedly to open country 
when he wanted to walk on something 
besides pavement, but he did his riding 
in a carriage.

Taft, had four cars, one of them for 
the secret service men. Before his ad- 
ministration, the President had been 
protected by guards on bicycles and 
later on motorcycles. 
The present equipment for the 
White House garage is four automo- 
biles—three limousines and one tour- 
ing car. 
President Harding liked a close ma- 
chine, but he exceeded Mr. Taft in his 
desire for speed. It was impossible for 
any machine to go fast enough to 
alarm Mr. Harding. Those who fol- 
lowed him often were alarmed at the 
rate of travel, butshe never was known 
to request a diminution in the mileage 
per hour, or minute, for that matter. 
President Coolidge rides exclusively 
in a closed car. Also he. keeps always 
within the speed limits, preferring to 
roll along at about twenty or twenty- 
five miles an hour even when he is in 
open country. He does not race to 
keep appointments because he gener- 
ally starts early enough to get there 
without speeding. 


KEEP HIGHWAYS 
OPEN DESPITE 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 4.—December, 
1927, was the coldest December since 
1886 and had more snow fall than any 
December since 1891, according to the 
St.¢ Paul weather bureau. The cold 
weather was general throughout the 
state. The snowfall varied, some 
places having more than the 28.5 
inches recorded in St. Paul and some 
having less. 

In spite of these unusual conditions 
trunk highways in Minnesota were 
kept 90 per cent open during the 
month, a bulletin from the state high- 
way department states. Only on two 
days, when heavy storms were in prog- 
ress, were a majority of the highways 
closed. After both storms two-thirds 
of the routes were opened within three 
days, and al] but two or three of the 
sixteen maintenance districts reported 
all routes opened within a week. Some 
of the districts which had heavy snow- 
fall but less wind had all routes open 
within twenty-four hours after each 
storm. 

The. good record made by the depart- 
ment under very unusual weather con- 
ditions given basis for the belief that 
in winters with normal snowfall it 
will be possible to open all routes with- 
in a few hours after each storm abates. 
This winter, however, drifts are so 
high in some parts of the state and 
there is so much loose snow that even

LOSS DEDUCTED 


Washington, D. C, Feb. 4.—[Spe- 
cial }—A decision of prime importance 
to the 23,125,000 automobile owners 
throughout the United States has just 
been rendered by the United States 
board of tax appeals of the internal 
revenue bureau. It is being called to 
the attention of the motorists of the 
country by the American Motorists’ 
association through its national head- 
quarters at Washington. 

The effect of the decision is that if 
a motorist sustains damage to his au-. 
tomobile as the result of an accident 
he may deduct such losses in the com- 
putation of his income tax. This is 
true, under the decision, the associa- 
tion points out, whether the vehicle at 
the time of the damage is being used 
either for pleasure or business pur- 
The ruling is a complete reversal of 
all previous decisions of the board of 
appeals on such losses. The case 
arises from an accident a motorist 
sustained in 1924 at Richmond, Va. He 
had paid $1,800 for his automobile,

miracle. It was his twenty-first victory. 


On March 4 Richthofen shot down his twenty> 


second plane, as the result of a clash between a 
German and an English fo ion. 

Lieut. Herbert J. Green was the pilot and Lieut. 
W. Reid was observer in the English plane, which 
went up early that afternoon on an offensive patrol 
over the lines. 

It was their job to look for trouble, and they 
went out to meet it, according to the report of 
Lieut. Henderson of the Fortieth squadron, who 
saw Green and Reid leave their formation and at- 
tack Richthofen’s unit. Henderson, from a distance, 
saw the English plane fall, out of control. 

Bertie Green was just nineteen. He came from 
Neweastle-upon-Tyne, where his. father and sister 
live today. He had a brilliant career as a young 
student, winning prizes and scholarships that 
brought him to his first-year at Oxford, when he 
answered the call to 
air service. 


ARLIER on the same-day that he killed Green 
and Reid, Richthofen had encountered another 
English plane and shot it down, but credit for 

the victory was not acknowledged by the high com- 
mand until some time later, on account of thé death 
of witnesses and the fact that the plane fell in the 
English lines. In consequence, the combat is regis- 
tered as his twenty-third, and not his twenty-second. 

The English casualties list reveals that this “a

On March 3 Richthofen claimed to have shot 
down an English plane behind the English lines, 
but acknowledgment of his report was withheld 
until some days later, and subsequent victories 
having been. acknow in the meantime, the 
March 3 claim was entered on the records as his 
twenty-fourth victory. 

- Together with Lieut. Almenroeder, I att 
two enemy artillery flyersin a low altitude over the 
other side,” Richthofen reported. “‘The wings of 
the plane I attacked came off.

The various creators of Paris have amused themselves 
by seeing how many ways they could let fullness into skirts 
without diverting them from the straight and narrow path. 
This may seem, at first blush, a problem much simpler 
than trying how many kinds of cocktails you can put into 
s flapper without diverting her. But really the problem 
is a delicate one. Skirt fullness, you see, has a rather 
' jptoxicating quality. The good skirt is the sort that can 
take it or let it alone. The best principle for a proper 
skirt is to take the fullness, while in motion, and let it 
alone to fall in straight lines when the figure is still. Woe 
to the skirt that bubbles over with fullness, for it shall 
not attain chic. Woe to the skirt that flares out as its 
‘wearer stands before the mirror, for it shall attain the rag 
bag. But*blessed he the skirt that falls like a plumb 
line, with its weaver standing at attention, and that, in 
the giddy mazes of the jazz, in the swift morning walk, 
or in the heat of tennis flutters, flares and flies freely. 
Blessed be fullness, but let it fall straight. Thus ‘saith 
Fashion. 

This dual standard for smart skirt silhouettes has given 
__ the creators something to work on, and the secret of their 

best work is the hang of the skirt. The I shaped silhouette 
enclosing generous fullness, can only be accomplished when 
the skirt is suspended at just the right angle from its point 
of departure—the waistline. Given the right hang, skirts 
can use fullness in almost any form—in plaits, machine 
made or unpressed, in shirrings, in godets, or in sunbursts. 

The varieties of fullness now current in the skirts 1s 
one thing that makes the costurhes for southern wear so 
varied, and so charming. Those lucky women who, in the 
words of the poet, take flight and follow and find the sun, 
bust arrive in the sunlands equipped with clothes as 
cheerful as the tropical foliage which greets them there.

One thing about underweights that 
overweights are often not so aware 
of, is the fact that they can tell by 
the way they feel that they are in 
need of some kind of direction to 
remodel their figures. They do not 
need a standard chart for weight and 
age to assure them they are off nor- 
mal. 

The program for the person wishing 
to gain weight may be tersely outlined 
as: ‘“ Diet, exercise, rest, fresh air, 
and sunlight.’ This will keep the tis- 
sues healthy even though the body 
may not take on great extra pound- 


age. 

Thin people have generally little ap- 
petite for food. By that I mean for 
the foods that they need. It is fuels 
for the body’s needs that are most 
often ignored in their diet. It may 
not be that the lean woman needs to 
eat more. It may be that she only 
needs to change the quality of the food 
taken. 

In hospitals it is noted that under- 
weights adopt certain idiosyncrasies 
about foods. Under strict regulations 


where pampering isn’t one of the pa- 
tient’s privileges, these idiosyncrasies 
are soon overcome and patients who 
wouldn't drink milk, say, are soon dis- 
covered drinking it with relish, as well 
as with beneficial results. 


Fuel Foods Are Vital. - 


These food idiosyncrasies, if recog- 
nized for what they are, could just as 
well be trained out of the system 
at home as in a hospital. And milk 
and cream and butter, cocoa and choc. 
olate and foods of the sort which 
should be eaten by the underweight 
may just as well be accepted heartily 
with the right state of mind. 


Bread should be spread thickly with 
butter, as butter is one of the best fat 
making products known, Put it extra 
thick on your potatoes and on your 
other vegetables. Add extra spoonfuls 
of cream to your coffee. Better still, 
drink half cream and -half milk witi 
your meals. Eat creamed soups. Wat 
cooked cereals for breakfast smothered 
in cream. Take olive oil in generous 
quantitiés on your salads. And drink 
milk between meals. Eat cream cheese, 
egg yolk, fat meats and meat fats, 
nuts, vegetable oils. 

These foods are rich in protein and 
supply the fuel needed to meet the 
overhead expenditure of energy of 
which the thin are recklessly extrava- 
gant.

Grandmother’s Pound Cake. 


We will take for our text the recipe 
given by Mrs. Lincoln under the title, 
“Grandmother’s Pound Cake,’ be- 
cause the method described in this is 
superior for the making of this cake, 
as we hope to show: “One cup but- 
ter packed solid [this is a half pound], 
one and two-thirds cups granulated 
teaspoon mace, five 
unbeaten eggs, two cups of several 
times sifted pastry flour. 

“Have a round pan greased and 
floured, the oven ready, and ingre- 
dients measured, as the mixing must all 
be done by hand. Cream the butter and 
sugar, and work until light; add spice 
and one egg at a time, and stir with 
the hand until you do not see any of 
the egg yolk, then another egg and so 
on until all are used. Then mix in 
the flour, turn at once into the pan, 
and bake slowly about an hour. 

“The grain of the cake should be 
fine and close, with not a suspicion 
of toughness or heaviness—not porous 
like a cake made light with gas from 
soda and cream of tartar, or by long

Considering a Recipe. 

When some cooks like to do their 
work easily, they will not even read 
over the recipe but start in doing what 
it says, first, perhaps, without know- 
ing the full directions. It is always 
best to read a recipe through from 
the first word to the last at least once, 
and then to refer to it several times 
till the whole idea of the work to be 
done is grasped. 

Some people who are anxious to ac- 
quire skill as rapidly as possible, and 
high intelligence about it, sit down and 
write out the list of ingredients, giving 
a line to each one. The value of that 
is that it more or less fixes the quan- 
tities in the mind and so is of great 
service, though one needs to refresh 
the memory always in doing the work 
until one at least has a grasp of the 
principles. We should say that doing 
this lightens the task for the one who 
is not familiar with the recipe and 
with the principles involved in such 
work as a given kind of cookery like 
cake making. 


Getting Ready te Make a Cake. 

It is exceedingly important to get 
entirely ready with all the ingredients 
prepared and the utensils at hand be- 
fore starting a bit of the work proper 
for making a cake, and a particular 
warning should be given in reference 
to eggs Which seem to get the atten- 
tion of a great many cooks who would 
make a cake. They want to start 
beating them much toe soon. The tins 
should be buttered and in the case of 
pound cake it is best to line them -with 
paper—a bit of a task, but one that 
can be done considerably in advance of 
the main business. 

“For our modern use it is perhaps 
best to make several smal] loaves in- 
stead of one, and the tin which will 
make a small loaf of bread and the 
tiny tins of the bread shape which 
are used in testing may take the rest 
of the batter. The sugar must be 
sifted, because it is safer and lighter 
when this is done. The flour should 
be sifted severa] times and measured 
by lifting it up by tablespoons and 
putting it into the cup. Air goes in 


with every portion that is left and so. 


it is kept light. It is best, or really 
necessary, if one is making this cake 
without a helper to break the eggs and 
put them ¢ach in a separate cup. 

One should always have a spatula at 
hand because the mixing bowl needs 
to be scraped down now and then. 
Firally, one should have a chair on 
which one can sit while creaming the 
butter, working the sugar into it, mfx- 
ing in the flour, etc. 

Manipulation of Batter. 

Reading over the recipe again to be 
eure each part of the business is under- 
stood, we find the first item mentioned 
is the butter. Sweet butter is best and 
in oold weather it is necessary to have 
this at room temperature in order to 
cream it according to the direction. 
Therefore, the getting this out and 
measuring it is a part of the prepara- 
tion for the cake, but the creaming ts 
a pert of the manipulatian. 

The recipe says that the mixing must 
all be done by the hand. This means 
that the butter should be creamed with 
the hand, the sugar worked into it 
gradually and then the flour. It re 


auires considerable energy to work but- 
ter to a cream, a cream comparable to 
that called Devonshire, but note that it 
is the first part of the task and is 
really the hardest.

The front bearing, shown on the 
front end of the fuselage, in Fig. lI., 
is a small brad not more than % inch 
long and % inch wide. Flatten it 
with a hammer—not too thin—and 
drill a hole near one end with a No.

If without a drill, punch 
ole through with a phonograph 
needle. Glue,it to the top of the front

It] is the leaves of plants, say the 
botanists, that prepare their food for 
them. Green leaves up there in the 
air and sun combine elements that 
they take from the air and those 
they get from the ground through 
water taken up by the roots and thus 
manufacture plant food. If there are 
no leaves no food can be prepared. _ 

So, said the government, these roots 
must not be allowed to send up leaves, 
When the food is gone that they have 
stored up in themselves they will die. 

Fields that have Canada thistle 
should be planted in some such crop 
as ‘corn. This should be cultivated 
earefully to see that no leaves have 
a chance to work at the food making 
A year, perhaps two years of this cul- 
tivation will be needed to get rid of 
the Canada thistle.

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HOW TO USE 


THE PATTERNS 


you won't make any mistake in 
making a dress by pattern No. 
3188, to help achieve that end. The 


front bodice ending in a pointed outline 
in the center front, the V shaped neck, 
the long plain sleeves and the front 
circular fullness are all of them good 
points. And the dress isn’t at all dim- 
cult to make, either—another point in 
its favor. Crépe satin, supple tweed, 
chiffon velvet or printed velvet, wool 
crépe, faille crépe and silk twill are 
appropriate materials for this design. 

The deep V shaped neck is finished 


‘with a narrow bias binding. So also 


are the edges of the long, close fitting 
sleeves. And the circular front is set 
onto the bodice either with a piping or 
& narrow bias banding. Before finish- 
ing the dress around the bottom you 
should allow it to hang for several 
days to give it a chance to stretch. 
Then even off the front and finish to 
match the neck and sleeves. 


Pattern No. 3011 is a charming 
style for a dress for growing giris 
and it is suitable for a variety of ma- 
terials, among which are wool crépe, 
crépe de chiné, velveteen, finely 
striped flannel, all wool challis, pat- 
terned wool jersey and taffeta silk. ~ 

If the dress is to be for everyday 
wear, why not leave off the. circular 
rufies and trim on the perforated 
lines with a flat trimming braid, or 
bands on the dress materia] in some 
contrasting color? The round neck is 
collarless, and the short sleeves are 
cut in one with the dress. 

If the dress is to be for “ dress-up ” 
occasions, the circular ruffies will be 
charming, and so will the broad sash 
of ribbon, with the bow tied in the 
front. 

The ruffles should be finished with 
a narrow bias binding, and the work 
should be done by hand. Be sure be- 
fore turning the binding to the wrong 
side that the seam is trimmed to an 
even width everywhere—say a quarter 
inch wide. Then turn to the wrong 
side and hem by hand. 


Pattern No. 2992 is a smart design 
for a dress for wear in the classroom, 
office or for travel.

The Power and Position af Parentsii 


college man and he was as logical 
and as satisfactory a speaker as I 
have ever heard. Passing his days at 

a college with about as representa- 
tive a group of this grownup younger 


WONDER if, in the history of the 
world, parenthood has ever been 
regarded as seriously as it is to- 
day. Much that used, once upon 
a time, to be taken for granted in 
every other direction, is being ques- 
tioned, d now this spirit of investi- 


* gation, of analysis, of thoughtfulness, 


has permeated the minds and actions 
of parents. They question themselves, 
their actions, their <r eg and even 
their status. 

“ How strongly are we entrenched? ” 
they say. “Are we tottering on our 
thrones?’ they wonder, these parents 
of today. 

For those who do not believe that 
parents ask themselves such questions 
I am going to describe a dinner I went 
to not long ago. And those who know 
that parents do wonder about these 
things will be interested at such pub- 


~ Hie evidence of it, as I was myself. 


There was every accompaniment of 
frivolity to begin with--many people, 
evening clothes, laughter, great crys- 
tal chandeliers alight, lovely hangings, 
gay talk and a charming dinner. But 
all these people had not gathered to- 
gether for frivolity—the focal point of 
the evening was, to put it conversa- 
tionally, “ What about the rights of 
parents? Do they still exist, and are 
homes holding their own?" 

Various Points of View. 

And half a dozen people of conse- 

quence—though each of a different 


. kind of consequence — had cared 
. enough about the matter to give much 
time and thought 


to 
speeches in answer to the questions. 


‘To get as many angles as possible so 
- that some sort of balance would be 
- struck, among those asked to speak 
a 
mother, a grandfather, and a judge of 
the Children’s court. Well, what did 


were a college president, a son, 


they have to say? 


The mother, a woman of varied in- 
terests besides the intense one of moth- 
erhood, felt that the rights of parents 
were as firmly theirs as ever, only not 
in the old sense—that the rights of tyr- 
anny and domination were gone, but 
that the important rights were left and 
were regarded and respected just as 
long as parents deserved them. Her 
idea was that your rights would be in- 
violate if you would only spend less of 
your time thinking about them, and 
more about yeur duties and obliga- 
tions. That is, if you did your job of 
parenthood well, your rights would 


cake care of themselves. 


preparing 


The judge of the children’s court 
ran over some statistics in an inter- 
esting way, and demonstrated that of 
the cases that came before him of so- 
called juvenile delinquents (I say s0- 
called because frequently the offenses 
are unessential misdemeanors, like 
breaking some one’s window) practi- 
cally all the boys or girls were the 
victims of incompetent parents, par- 
ents who had neglected to exercise 
their rights in the best sense of the 
word. In his mind the rights of par- 
ents are anything but obsolete. The 
only trouble is that many parents do 
flot use them. His eye traces practi- 
cally all child delinquency back to 
the fault in home conditions and par- 
ents. 


Troubles Traced to Parents. 


The college president, whose experi- 
ence and contact has been with par- 
ents of an entirely different class, 
reached the same conclusion. When 
parents come to him with problems 
that concern their children who are 
in college in practically every instance 
the problems are of their own cre- 
ating. They have often unwittingly 
exercised the wrong rights, tried to 
keep their children dependent, 
tempted to dominate them even after 
their boys and girls had left child- 
hood behind, failed somewhere in the 
job of parenthood—these were the con- 
clusions that were the fruit of his ex- 
perience. But these mistakes can't 
change the status of parents. 

In his opinion the rights of parents 
can never be obsolete, because the 
child cannot do without his home, and 
it is his parents who make that home 
what it is. Nothing in the life of a 
child—little or big-—-can take the place 
of his . And if, he said, you're 
in any bt, go to the Grand Céntral 
station the day before Thanksgiving. 
There you will see boys and girls of 
all ages—from schools, seminaries, col- 
leges, universities—arriving by the 
thouSands for their holidays. There, 
too, are fathers, mothers, grand- 
fathers, grandmothers, sisters, aunts— 
waiting, waiting, watching train bul- 
letin boards, watching clocks, then 
scanning the hordes of fresh young 
faces, until their arms are filled at 
last. What makes that shine in the 
children's eyes? They have come 
home. 

Grandfather Was Satisfied. 

The grandfather who spoke was so 
witty and so convinced of the right- 
ness of everything connected with 
parents and children in general that 
it is a little hard to report him in 
detail. But it was quite evident to 
him that parents’ rights and homes 
were just as secure as emit ever 
been.

posers, and the dove of peace is 
smoothing its ruffied feathers. At 
last, say the proponents, a formula 
has been found which combines and 
simplifies varying desires, allowing 
composers to complete the Unfinished 
Symphony with the use of the 
sketches which Schubert left for it, or 
to write variations for orchestra on 
Schubert themes, or to write original 
compositions in the Schubert orches- 
tral idiom. These terms come nearest 
to the purpose on which every one 
participating in the centennial agrees: 
to promote a return to the melodic 
principle of which Schubert was the 
supreme exponent; to give encourage- 
ment and recognition to living com- 
posers who, like him, may be suffer- 
ing neglect and hardship for their 
art, and, as far as possible to recap- 
ture, if only for the occasion of the 
centennial, the musical heritage left 
by Schubert. Even if the’ contest 
should produce no work of lasting 
merit, it will be worth while if it 
achiefes these purposes.

The Chicago Society of Etchers 
opened their annual exhibition last 
week in the print rooms of the Art in- 
stitute.

French Towns Build 
Sewers-with Taxes 
Taken from Tourists 


S.—(/)—Buil sewers andi 
paving streets with tourist taxes 
collected to beautify resorts has 
aroused national criticism of the 

“taxe de sejour” charged on hotel 
bills in 160 towns of France. 
Enghien-les-Bains, a suburban town 
north of Paris, where the casino is 
closed, used its tourist taxes for a 
sewer. Other towns have diverted 


their beautification funds into all sorts 
of normal funds, so as to lighten local 
taxation. 

A national tourist association that 


‘put over the tourist tax idea now is 


criticizing it. It says seventeen mil- 
lion francs are collected from tourists, 
but that there is little to show for the 
money in the way of improvements 
calculated to encourage touring. 

The richest cities, also, seem to get 
the most money, Nice heading the list. 

There was an effort in parliament 
recently to repeal the tax because 
many thought it so annoyed foreign 
tourists as to make them prefer other 
countries where there were not so 
many unexpected extras charged on 
the hotel bills.
